After Big Battle 
Mr. and Mrs. R. S. Pinckard 
of 563 Calle de Rolph, Wednes­ 
day received word that their son, 
Earl, sergeant in the United 
States Marine Corps, had been 
wounded in the terrific Tarawa 
battle and was now hospitalized 
in a South Pacific hospital. 
Details were not received but 
a letter irr Sgt. Pinckard’s own 
handwriting from the hospital in­ 
dicated that his wounds may not 
be too serious. 
LONG IN SERVICE 
Sgt. Pinckard enlisted in the 
Marine Corps in 1941 before the 
United States was precipitated 
into the war. He has seen much 
action in the South Pacific war 
theater and went all through the 
Guadalcanal campaign. 
In letters home he explained 
that he had been lucky in that 
he had suffered only minor in­ 
juries. One letter to his sister, 
Susan, enclosed several trophies 
taken from Japanese. 
"TOUGH BATTLE" 
In the letter, written after 
Tarawa, he told his sister that 
it was an “awfully tough battle” 
and that he had no time to look 
for souvenirs. 
The Pinckards have another son 
in the service, Edgar. He is in 
the Merchant Marine and now in 
New York City taking special 
instructions at a government 
school.

Almosf 2 Inches 
A storm which moved into the 
desert area on the heels of a gale 
which swept the coast, left 1.70 
inches of rain here during the 
night .according to 8 a. m. meas­ 
urements at the fire station and 
brought the season's total to 3.78 
inches.

City council, by a vote of six 
to one, Wednesday night decided 
to stand by its resolution, 
adopted Nov. 3, asking the State 
Board of Equalization to issue no 
more liquor licenses in Palm 
Springs until the population of 
the Village had grown sufficient­ 
ly to make the proportion of such 
licenses one to each 1000 in popu­ 
lation. 
Action 
followed 
notification 
from the state board that two 
license applications had been pre­ 
sented them, one from the Cue 
club which involved a local trans­ 
fer and the other from the Hotel 
El Morocco, which applied for 
an on sale liquor license. 
STICK BY RESOLUTION 
Since the Cue club license did 
not come in conflict with the 
resolution, being the formal trans­ 
fer from the old owners, Tom 
Luke and F. J. Allegrini, to E. 
E. Kolstad, no action was taken. 
On the application of Dan 
Platkin of the El Morocco, coun­ 
cil decided to call the attention 
of the board to its Nov. 3 resolu­ 
tion. That resolution reminded 
the board of their own ruling 
setting the- number of licenses in 
any political subdivision as one 
to 1,000 and asked that no new 
licenses be issued here or that 
transfers from other cities be 
barred until that ratio was reach­ 
ed. 
EXPLAINS MEASURE 
The resolution did not bar local 
transfers as when a cafe or 
lounge changed ownership, Coun­ 
cilman Philip L. Boyd, who in­ 
troduced the resolution, pointed 
out. He added that the resolution 
was as much a protection to ex­ 
isting licensees as it was to the 
rest of the city. 
At the time the resolution was 
first introduced, Councilman E. 
E. Therieau said that the popula­ 
tion of Palm Springs was nearer 
10,000 than the census figures of 
3,395, issued in 1940, and voted 
“no.” At this week’s meeting, he 
maintained his stand and again 
voted “no.” The other council­ 
men voted “yes” on the decision 
to stick to the text of their Nov. 
3 resolution.

City council met last Wednes­ 
day night for its last time in the 
council chambers at 488 North 
Palm Canyon drive. When they 
meet next time, Dec. 15, it will 
be in their new quarters in the 
El Pasco theater, leased from 
Earl Strebe.'

Rise to Remark

Significant things have been 
happening in Congress. On the 
24th, in one afternoon, under a 
rule 
which 
prohibited 
am end­ 
m ents; and practically prohibited 
discussion because of the short 
tim e allowed, Congress passed a 
new tax bill. It added $2,139,000­ 
000 to the present taxes. 
It was a vote by division. We 
have five w ays ot voting. F irst the 
Speaker says, “All in favor, vote 
aye,” just as you would in any 
C ham ber of Commerce, Ladies 
Aid Society, or Legislature. If it is 
a close vote, someone dem ands “a 
division.” 
A ll for the bill stand up, and 
t h e 
Speaker patiently 
counts. 
Then he counts those w ho stand 
up as opposed, and announces the 
vote. If it is still close, someone 
is sure to dem and a “teller vote.” 
If one-fifth of the num ber re­ 
quired for a quorum support the 
request, the Speaker appoints one 
m em ber from 
each 
side, 
who 
count the voting m em bers as they 
w alk up the center aisle. This 
“one-fifth of a quorum ” is im port­ 
ant, because the quorum of the 
house is one-half its m em bership, 
bu t only 100 w hen we sit as a 
Com m ittee of the Whole. 
If the vote is still close, or in 
m ost im portant bills w ithout any 
other voting, somebody w ill ask 
for "ayes and noes.” 20% of those 
present m ust support this. The 
roll is called. 
The fifth m ethod is autom atic. 
If someone, after the voice vote 
or the teller vote, observes that 
the tw o figures do not add up to 
a quorum of the House, then he 
m ay m ake the point of order that

Holiday Trips 


A nticipating h e a v y dem ands 
from furloughing service m en and 
w om en for train accom m odations 
during the coming holiday period, 
Southern Pacific is appealing to 
civilians to lim it them selves to 
m ost urgent trips during th e per­

“W e expect that more th an 80 
p er cent of our train space will 
be requested by service personnel 
and essential business travelers,” 
said F. S. McGinnis, vice presi­ 
dent in charge of passenger traf­ 
fic.

“These coach 
reservations,” he expalined, “are 
not m ade by telephone, but a t the 
sam e tim e tickets are purchased.”

I voted 
against the bill, for th e same re a ­ 
sons in part th at I voted against 
the budget bill in the Senate of 
California in 1941. I w as convinc­ 
ed that the com m ittee had not 
combed it w ith a fine tooth comb 
of businesslike efficiency, .looking 
for possible savings.

lions, BUT I w ould then w ant the 
money raised through taxes to be 
applied to the reduction of the 
debt, and not to the creation of 
additional debt, and additional in ­ 
vitations to inflation, as in the bill 
ju st passed. 
I did not like the fact th at the 
present 
“guessing contest” 
b e­ 
tw een the taxpayers and the gov­ 
ernm ent was not touched in the 
bill. It should have been correct­ 
ed. I opposed the levying of a tax 
which will give preferred ship­ 
m ent rates to Eastern m anufact­ 
urers and farm ers. I found noth­ 
ing in the bill to stop the present 
farce of “renegotiation,” which is 
not a renegotiation a t all, but an 
arbitrary 
settlem ent 
made 
by 
some slide rule boy ou t of W ash­ 
ington who has the pow er of life 
and death over the business m en 
of America. I did not like the 
“gag 
rule.” 
W hy 
should 
the 
m ajority in Congress allow us less 
than 4 hours debate on a 2 billion 
dollar tax bill a fter 10 w eeks w ith 
very little activity, w ith another 
week of doing nothing im m ediate­ 
ly after that vote? 
In brief: I didn ’t like it! I do 
not set m yself up against the tax 
experts of Congress, but I can 
still read and write, and I can 
still think for m yself even a fte r’ 
eleven m onths in W ashington. 
The 
argum ent 
on 
subsidies, 
which was alm ost com pletely m is­ 
understood: th e form ation of a 
D rive-for-A ction Committee, and 
the alm ost unbelievable WRA- 
Japanese hearings w ill have to 
w ait another week.

ifornia. 
The present license plates on 
California vehicles w ill serve a n ­ 
other year, together w ith the ser­ 
ially-num bered stickers w hich are 
to be displayed in th e low er right 
hand corner of the w indshield. 
Classification charts, indicating 
the am ount of fees for pleasure 
cars, comm ercial vehicles, trailers 
and motorcycles, a re being di­ 
rected to all D epartm ent of Motor 
Vehicle and Autom obile Club of­ 
fices as well as to all service sta­ 
tions, w hereby vehicle ow ners can 
determ ine the am ount of m oney 
due to cover 1944. M otorists are 
advised to acquaint them selves 
w ith th e definite classification of 
their respective vehicles before 
checking these charts.

TOO DANGEROUS 


“Several desert landing fields, 
rem oved from Palm Springs, have 
been considered for our opera­ 
tions and will be used w henever 
possible. High winds and heavy 
operations by other Arm y Air 
Forces units, however, prohibit 
the use of these fields m ost of 
the tim e. 
"It has become necessary, th ere­ 
fore, to use the old Palm Springs 
A irport for p art of this operation. 
The close proxim ity to the Palm 
Springs Army A ir Field is a great 
aid to our work, but this also ne­ 
cessitates our aircraft flying over 
Palm Springs so as not to in ter­ 
fere w ith the arm y air field traf­ 
fic patterns. These planes, 
all 
flown by experienced pilots and 
instructors, fly at the required 
regulation height and are alw ays 
in a position to glide to safe or 
open territory in case of m otor 
failure. 


HOSPITAL COOPERATES 


Colonel A. B. Jones, com m and­ 
ing officer of Torney G eneral 
Hospital, has been most coopera­ 
tive in assisting the 21st Ferrying 
Group in the fulfillm ent of its 
mission and is aw are of the prob­ 
lems involved from conferences 
held w ith Lt. Col. M organ prior 
to the sta rt of the transition pro­ 
gram.

Rations On Cars 


Which Are Sold 


A plan to establish more effec­ 
tive control over the return of 
gasoline rations for an estim ated 
200,000 vehicles in the United 
States 
th at 
change 
ownership 
each m onth has been announced, 
W illiam A. Lippm an, head of the 
local W ar Price and rationing 
board learned this week. 
The plan, which goes into op­ 
eration January 1, 1944, calls for 
close cooperation betw een state 
m otor vehicle d e p á r t m e n t . s 
through w hich applications for 
new vehicle registrations m ust be 
made, and W ar Price and R ation­ 
ing Boards. A close check will 
be made to see that outstanding 
gasoline coupons for a vehicle 
are transferred. 
Before selling his car, the pres­ 
ent ow ner w ill send or take any 
coupons issued for the vehicle re­ 
m aining in his possession to his 
Ration Board and obtain a receipt 
in duplicate. The orginal copy of 
the receipt will be sent to the 
State m otor vehicle registration 
departm ent w ith the new ow ner’s 
application for registration. The 
purchaser m ust use the duplicate 
of this receipt when he applies to 
his Ration Board for gasoline ra ­ 
tions. 
Mr. Lippm an has also been noti­ 
fied that the two types of hard 
candy, w hich are most heavily 
sold during the holiday season, 
have been placed under specific 
cents-per-pound prices. 
R etail prices for domestic hard 
candy will range from 25 cents a 
pound for bulk sales by stores 
buying directly from the m anu­ 
facturer, to 35 cents a pound in 
one-pound bags sold by stores 
w hich purchase from wholesalers. 
L ittle 
o r 
no 
im ported hard 
candy was sold here until the 
sugar shortage w hen Cuba and 
C entral A m erica began sending in 
candy at prices far higher than 
those established by the new reg­ 
ulation. 
The citrus crop coming to m ar­ 
ket will be reduced from 10 to 
15 per cent compared w ith prices 
in the 1942-43 season. A t the same 
time, grow ers will be allowed a 
return som ewhat higher than last

Soldier 
Killed 
By Fall 


Truck Drivers Find 
Body Shortly After 
Accident Occurs 


Pfc. Edward Cyr. stationed at 
the Torney Hospital in Palm 
Springs, was killed about 2:30 
o'clock Tuesday morning when 
he fell from an Army truck 
about three miles east of Ban­ 
ning. He had been picked up 
by two other soldiers at Palm 
Springs and was riding on the 
spare tire of the truck they 
were driving.

The New York Journal American, all Hears! newspapers and all 
daily newspapers carrying the syndicated csliunn, "New York Caval­ 
cade," written by Louis Sobol, last week featured a letter written by 
Cabot Yerxa, whose home in the hills northeast of Garnet has been 
visited by several Palm Springs people. Yerxa, who is an artist, is a 
frequent Palm Springs visitor and is known by many here. 


In his letter Y erxa tells about ; 
the interesting w ild life near his 
cabin which is three miles from 
the nearest habitation. The letter 
in part follows: 
“D ear Easteners: The brooding 
m ountains San Gorgonio and San 
Jacinto are drenched in rose glow 
and the far distan t horizon is 
bathed in the blue haze of peace. 
Soon the sun w ill burst over the 
tops of the m ountains which form 
the eastern b arrier and flood th e 
desert w ith the gold of a new 
and peaceful day. 
“Here in these prim itive su r­ 
roundings, it is hard to realize 
there is a war. We desert rats 
do not go in for radios m uch 
and only occasionally the new s­ 
papers. There is something in­ 
congruous about filling a sm all 
cabin 
w ith 
sales 
talks about 
pills 
and w hatnots, 
the 
arm ­ 
chair conclusions of news com ­ 
m entators or th e shrill voice of 
som e-barb-w ire 
soprano 
whom 
you know to be painted and 
powdered and m arcelled out of 
all resem blance to a really b eau­ 
tiful woman as nature intended 
woman to be. 
“The desert and near-by m oun­ 
tains w ithout m y cabin door are 
the same as they w ere a thousand 
years ago and w ild life goes on in 
all its fascinating and efficient 
ways. R equired foods are g ath ­ 
ered for the day and proper 
am ounts stored for the W inter 
season. Small habitations are re ­ 
paired for the com ing of the a n ­ 
nual 
rains.

seeds. The snakes will stay close 
to their dens and the first rain 
soon to come w ill cause them to 
go into hibernation.

Sharp changes in point values 
on processed foods went into ef­ 
fect last Sunday, many items be­ 
ing removed from the rationed 
list and others being drastically 
reduced.

Sauer­ 
kraut was also made point free 
but all of the new pack is going 
to the army and there will be 
none for civilian use except 
the unrationed bulk form. 
Beans, including pork and 
beans, went down sharply as did 
many vegetables, canned and fro­ 
zen. Some items, noticeably to­ 
mato sauce and other tomato 
products went up.

For Siate Liquor 


Laws Be Stressed 


A communication from th e 
State 
Board 
of 
Equalization, 
fourth district, solicits the aid of 
California high school principals 
in publicizing the state law relat­ 
ing to the purchase or consump­ 
tion of liquor by minors. The 
communication r e c e i v e d this 
week, declares in part: 
“A survey made by this office 
indicates the fact that very few 
students in our school are famil­ 
iar with Section 61 (b) of the Al­ 
coholic Beverage Act. This sec­ 
tion says: ‘Any minor who pur­ 
chases any alcoholic beverage or 
any minor who consumes any al­ 
coholic beverage in any on-sale 
premises is guilty of a misde­ 
meanor.’ 
A 
misdemeanor 
can 
mean up to six months in jail or 
up to $500 fine or police juvenile 
reporting. 
"Much of our juvenile delin­ 
quency is caused by drinking, and 
I think something should be done 
to definitely stop the sale of al­ 
cohol to minors. Violation of this 
law can mean expense and em­ 
barrassment 
to 
your 
parents, 
much discredit to your school, and 
last but not least a police record 
which will follow you through 
life.” 
Mr. William G. Bonelli, member 
of the State Board of Equaliza­ 
tion, sent out the communications 
and asked that they be posted on 
school bulletin boards and other­ 
wise publicized. Dr. E. E. Oertel, 
principal of Palm Springs Union 
High School, said today that the 
school 
has 
complied 
willingly 
with these requests.

Editorial 


'MASS CEREBRATION"? 


The general opinion seems to 
be that the high school page 
contains little more than gossip 
columns and sports features. 
Once in a while, however, stud­ 
ents do re-act seriously to the 
stimulations of their environ­ 
ment and write things in dead 
earnestness. One such example 
is our reaction to the topic for 
the Seventh Annual Student 
Speakers' Contest, sponsored by 
Lions International. 


The topic for this year is 
“Winning the Peace for American 
Manpower.” In an outline of the 
subject given to student contest­ 
ants, the directors of this national 
contest, in which 5000 select stud­ 
ents participate, point to a great 
need for “an informed and intelli­ 
gent public opinion” if we are to 
win the peace for American man­ 
power. They point, also, to what 
they consider to be a vital need 
for “mass 
cerebration.” 
These 
are big, erudite words to be di­ 
rected to the high school youth 
of today. But we get the general 
idea. And we can’t say we agree 
with it altogether. In fact, we 
find it just about as easy to accept 
this thesis as to accept that out­ 
lined by the British Ambassador, 
Lord Halifax, when, in address­ 
ing a New York audience recent­ 
ly, he said: “We are going to fail 
again as we failed in 1918 if, as 
citizens of a tormented and war- 
wrecked world, we don’t bring to 
its problems, a new eye, a new 
mind, and a new heart—an eye to 
see, a mind to understand and a 
heart to claim kinship with all 
men in all lands.” 
Lord Halifax’s sentiments are 
noble, but the trouble is he, too, 
was asking for improved PUBLIC 
attitudes — “mass cerebration”— 
if you please, when he should 
have been asking for more cere­ 
bration on the part of the world’s 
leaders. 
In truth, it is not the peoples 
of the different countries who 
make the wars or who will be re­ 
sponsible for the loss of the peace 
—if it is lost. The common peo­ 
ple of this country support the 
idealism of the Atlantic Charter 
and the Four Freedoms. It hurts 
them terribly to see this idealism 
dissipated and trampled under 
foot, even now, by our chief mili­ 
tary and political leaders in the 
name of expediency. 
It’s about time we made it 
clear to our leaders that it is not 
the people who need the “new

AMPLY QUALIFIED 


Both Lt. Col. M organ and Lt. 
Col. Ray, in particular, due to 
their flying experience, are am ­ 
ply qualified to supervise such a 
program. They personally fly each 
and every type of pursuit a ir­ 
craft used by the transition unit. 
O thers largely responsible for 
the success of the school are Maj. 
Richard F. Askew, director of 
training, and his able staff of as­ 
sistants. 
The Preflight Transition sec­ 
tion, headed by Capt. Jam es F.

GIVEN INSTRUCTIONS 


With the preflight transition 
keeping one jum p ahead of the 
actual flight transition w ork in 
each type of pursuit ship, pilots 
are then checked out in Basic 
Combat planes w ith instructor be­ 
fore taking to the air in the 
single-seated fast pursuit aircraft. 
The students get a m inim um of 
four hours in air w ork and land­ 
ings and, after checking out in 
all types of pursuit aircraft, they 
then go into form ation flying. 
This flight transition and the 
actual flying in the air is direct­ 
ed by Capt. Brenton R. Nelson, 
director of flying; his assistant, 
Capt. Hal W illiams; and a staff of 
squadron and flight com m anders 
and instructors.

Esfablishmenf 
of Day Nursery, 
Association Plan 


Plans for the establishment of 
a day nursery for the care of 
small children of working m o­ 
thers are being made by the 
Welfare and Friendly Aid A s­ 
sociation. In order to secure 
government funds it w ill be ne­ 
cessary to have at least 30 
children registered for care, ac­ 
cording to Mrs. James B. Oli­ 
ver, president of the associa­ 
tion. 
Mothers of small children are 
asked to notify the superintend­ 
ent of the grammar school if 
they are interested in the estab­ 
lishment of such a nursery. The 
office of the grammar school 
on North Palm Canyon drive is 
the place to register. The chil­ 
dren are given care during the 
day, with a noon meal and 
lunches in both morning and 
afternoon. For this service a 
small charge is made to the 
parent, the rest of the expense 
being provided by the govern­ 
ment under the Lanham Act.

to Open Tomorrow 


The San B ernardino N ational 
Forest w ill be open to deer hunt­ 
ing between Decem ber 11 and 31, 
w ith a one buck limit. All areas 
will be open w ith the excepti<É 
of Refuge 4-B in the San B em ar 
dino m ountains and Refuge 4-G 
in the San Jacinto m ountains; the 
Devil Canyon drainage and B an­ 
ning Canyon drainage a r e a s , 
which are closed because of do­ 
mestic w ater supply an d /o r power 
purposes, plus a strip 300 feet in 
width on either side of the power 
installations and w ater conduits 
in Lytle Creek Canyon, Santa 
Ana Canyon, Mill Creek Canyon, 
and on Yucaipa Ridge which are 
under 
m ilitary 
closure 
Order 
T-9-K. 
The forest service announces 
that all forest roads w hich are not 
closed by right of w ay agreem ent 
will be open to autom otive travel 
by hunters. The roads w hich an' 
closed by right of w ay agreem et 
will be so posted. The Forest 
Service will m aintain checking 
stations and patrolm en through­ 
out the forest to aid the hunters 
where necessary and to guard 
against fire dangers. The week 
end storms have relieved the fire 
danger and the forest should be 
quite safe. However, care should 
be continued to be taken w ith all 
forms of fire w hile w ithin the 
forested area because a few days 
of north wind w ill dry out the 
country.
